This bank is only one of hun­ 
dreds of others, thruout the nation 
which are taking like action. The 
number of national banks in the 
United States who are following 
the same course has brought about 
a sentiment in Congress for a 
change in the national banking 
laws that would permit national 
banks to engage in other branches 
of banking than what is now’ al­ 
lowed. 
However, Mt. Prospect can not 
wait for Congress to pass any 
such laws and the new state bank 
is the result. 
When Mr. C. D. Busse locked the 
doors December 31, 1925, it was 
a national bank he was leaving be­ 
hind. When he unlocked the doors 
January 2, 1926, it was the open­ 
ing day of the Mt. Prospect State 
Bank. 
Mr. C. Busse has been cashier of 
the National Bank since 1912, two 
years after its organization. Wm. 
Busse was president of the bank 
since its formation.!

PASTEURIZED 
MILK NO BAR 
TO INFECTION 


ZONING WINS AN 
IMPORTANT CASE 


Milk 
from 
tuberculous 
cows, 
whether pasteurized or not, should 
not be used for human food, the 
members of the laboratory ad­ 
visory board of the Chicago health 
department declared in a state­ 
ment issued Wednesday. 
The statement is based on the 
scientific opinions 
of the 
seven 
members of the board expressed 
at a recent meeting, it was ex­ 
plained. 
“Pasteurization of milk is not, 
and never was, intended as a sub­ 
stitute for cleanly methods, or to 
obviate the necessity of requiring 
that the milk corbe from healthy 
cows,” the statement reads. “More­ 
over, 
commercial 
pasteurization 
does not with certainty 
at 
all 
times eliminate the danger of in­ 
fection from tuberculous milk.” 
“There is ample experimental 
evidence, showing that milk from 
tuberculous cows contains living 
tubercle bacilli capable of infect­ 
ing human beings,” the statement 
continues. “At least 0 per cent of 
the milk sampled in McHenry Co. 
in 1926 contained living tubercle 
bacili, according to researches in 
the 
Chicago Health 
department 
laboratories. 
Bovine Bacillus Widespread. 
“Twenty-five per cent of childen 
under 5 years of age, having tu­ 
berculosis, throughout the world, 
are infected with th^bovine tu­ 
bercle bacilus, according to the 
collected 
studies 
of 
Park 
and 
Krumweide. 
“Eighteen percent of all types 
of human tuberculosis, except skin 
tuberculosis, is due to the bovine 
bacillus, according to studies of 
the English royal commission re­ 
ported in 1911. 
v 
“Twenty-one 
percent 
of 
the 
children under 5 year’s in New 
York city in 1912 having tuber­ 
culosis were infected with the bo­ 
vine type of organism, and 29 per 
cent of t ie tubercular children ex-J 
amlned in the Children’s Memori-j 
a1 hospital of Chicago in 1919 were 
infected with the bovine type of 
organism. 
“Milk containing enormous num­ 
bers of living tubercle bacilli after 
pasteurization still 
contains 
the 
dead bacilli and their poisonous 
products, which are not affected 
by the temperature of pasteuriza­ 
tion. 
“These substances are extreme­ 
ly poisonous to persons who al­ 
ready have tuberculosis 
in 
any 
whatever, that is, about IO 
lation atiarge. 
ira tor j 
experiments 
<i<>inu show that these substances 
ifee not without effect on normal 
Animals, but that they are from 
IOO to 200 times more poisonous 
te individuals having tuberculo­ 
us.” 
.* ( 
Approves Herd Tests. 
The statement then approves the 
test for tuberculosis as now ap­ 
plied to cattle by state and federal 
authorities, declaring it is “accur­ 
ate to the extent of more than 99 
per cent, as proved by data col­ 
lected by the United States de­ 
partment of agriculture.” 
“The official tuberculin test,” it 
asserts, “will detect animals which 
though apparently well, are har­ 
boring concealed infection and at 
the same time passing enormous 
numbers of tubercule bacilli from 
their bodies. 
“The danger of financial ruin 
faced by farmers having tubercul­ 
ous, herds arises from the disease 
itself, and federal and state super­ 
vision offers the best means 
of 
avoiding this ultimate bankruptcy. 
Tuberculosis is a readily communi­ 
cable disease which spreads rapid­ 
ly unless vigorously repressed, in- 
inoting human 
beings, 
both of 
farms and in distant cities, infect­ 
ing and destroying cattle, hogs, 
chickens, destroying calves, great­ 
ly reducing the milk output, in­ 
creasing the* overhead cost of milk 
production and lowering the values 
of all farm animals for food pur-. 
poses.

“To check this destroyer of life 
and property, stringent measures 
may he necessary just as in fight­ 
ing fire it may be necessary to 
dynamite buildings 
to 
stop 
the 
spread of conflagration.” 
—Chicago Daily News. 
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This paper believes that the of­ 
fa ls of both Palatine and Ar­ 
lington 
Heights 
should 
take 
steps to at once put into force 
zoning laws. To familiarize our 
readers with such laws we are 
publishing from 
time 
to time 
news stories, covering the oper­ 
ation of such laws, in other mu­ 
nicipalities. 


By virtue of two favorable de­ 
cisions handed down by £he State 
Supreme Court on December lfeth, 
the legality of the zoning principle 
and the validity of the Illinois zon­ 
ing law are clearly and definitely 
established. 
Thus zoning in Illi­ 
nois passes from a status of legal 
uncertainty to a position of great 
security as a valid and justifiable 
exercise of municipal authority. 
No 
town or city 
contemplating 
zoning need hesitate any longer on 
the ground of doubtful legality, 
and no municipality now possess­ 
ing control need fdel uncertain of 
its legal effectiveness. 
The Aurora case is the more im­ 
portant of these two. In this case 
the State Supreme Court upholds 
the City Court of Aurora in de­ 
claring the zoning law sound, and 
goes further and otlines clearly 
and definitely a number of prin­ 
ciples of the utmost importance in 
carrying out zoning in this state. 
Reverses Previous Opinion. 
The Aurora case arose over the 
matter of a proposed Piggly Wig­ 
gly store which was to be located 
in a district zoned for residential 
purposes. 
The City Court of Au­ 
rora enjoined the Piggly Wiggly 
people from operating the store at 
the point in question. 
The case 
was appealed to the State Supreme 
Court, and in an opinion handed 
down in February, 1925, this court 
declared the Aurora zoning <5r- 
dinance invalid. 
A petition 
for 
rehearing was argued 
by 
attor­ 
neys representing the City of Au­ 
rora, City of Chicago and the Chi­ 
cago Real Estate Board. 
Follow­ 
ing 
this 
hearing 
the 
Supreme 
Court handed down its reversal of 
the previous opinion and declared 
the zoning law and the Aurora 
ordinance valid. 
This decision covers some six­ 
teen to twenty pages. Items which 
make zoning history in Illinois are 
quoted below: 
“Zoning necessarily involves a 
consideration of the community as 
a whole and a comprehensive view' 
of its needs. 
An arbitrary crea­ 
tion of districts, without regard to 
existing 
conditions 
or 
future 
growth and development, is not a 
proper exercise of the police pow- 
er and is jip^sustainable..

STATE ROAD 
WORK WELL 
DISTRIBUTED 


The year just closed has made 
available to the general public of 
this state 900 additional miles of 
superb* hard surfaced roads. 
This 
additional mileage is not only of 
great value to traffic in the local 
communities, but adds much to the 
value of the mileage already , ex­ 
isting by making it possible to 
reach points 
heretofore isolated 
by earth roads. 
The world’s record breaking pro­ 
gram of 1,230 miles built in 1924 
was not duplicated 
in 1925 be­ 
cause the division of highways was 
attempting to complete the $60,- 
000,000 bond issue system and en­ 
countered many 
difficult location 
and right of way problems. How­ 
ever, the mileage completed during 
1925 exceeds the mileage complet­ 
ed in any previous year in the his­ 
tory of the state, except 1923 and 
1924, and the record of 1923 would 
have been equalled had not extra­ 
ordinarily 
unfavorable 
weather 
conditions prohibited the comple­ 
tion of a considerable mileage of 
work under contract. The months 
of October and November are or­ 
dinarily 
excellent 
construction 
months, but this year the combin­ 
ation of unusually heavy rain fall 
and low temperatures brought road 
paving progress to a standstill. 
Prior to July 1st, there was built 
as much pavement in 1925 as in 
the record breaking year of 1924 
in spite of the fact that less pav­ 
ing outfits were working. 
The work done in 1925 was well 
distributed throughout 
the state 
and a number of important con­ 
nections and gaps in through routes 
were 
completed. 
Transportation 
and labor conditions were very fa­ 
vorable throughout the year. 
Ma­ 
terial producers have generally in­ 
creased 
the capacity of 
their 
plants and no car shortages were 
encountered, with the result that 
in no previous season have ship­ 
ments of road building materials 
been more satisfactory. 
Perhaps the greatest measure of 
local relief was given to the west 
central portion of 
the state be­ 
tween the Illinois and Mississippi 
Rivers where much heavy grading 
had been done 
during previous 
years but where pavement could 
not be completed prior to this year 
because of the necessity of waiting 
for heavy fills to settle. 
The Illinois State Highway sys­ 
tem has reached the stage of de­ 
velopment where every additional 
mile of pavement adds greatly- to 
the transportation facilities of the 
state.

great majority, whose enjoyment 
of their property rights requires 
the imposition of restrictions upon 
the uses to which private property 
may be put, must also be taken 
into consideration.” 
“Even 
if 
appellants’ property 
could be used more profitably for 
business than for residential pur­ 
poses, that fact would be inconse­ 
quential in the broad aspects of 
the case. 
Every exercise of the 
police power relating to the use 
of land is likely to affect adversely 
the property rights of some indi­ 
vidual. 
Uncompensated obedience 
to proper police regulations has 
been often required.” 
“The ordinance is the result of 
more than seven months of study 
and planning, with the aid of ex­ 
pert advice. 
All the tem tory of 
the city is included within the sev­ 
eral districts created by the ordin­ 
ance. 
Appellants are treated ex­ 
actly as any other property owner 
within the same district. Nothing 
in the ordinance indicates that it 
operates oppressively or inequit­ 
ably. 
Should any discrimination 
develop it can be removed by the 
administrative action of the hoard 
of appeals, for which provision is 
made both by the enabling act and 
the ordinance. Such action is sub­ 
ject to review by the courts.” 
The court, in contrast to the pre­ 
vious February opinion, declares 
that it is reasonable to permit ex­ 
isting non-conforming uses in a 
given district. 
The decision also 
insists that the application of zon­ 
ing must be well considered and 
reasonable. 
The authority of the 
board of appeals is definitely rec­ 
ognized. 
In the Evanston case a property 
owner sought to build an apart­ 
ment house in a district zoned for 
single family residences. The Su­ 
preme Court declares that the res­ 
triction of such a district by the 
zoning ordinance is a reasonable 
application of the zoning law, and 
that the recourse of the aggrived 
property owner is to the board of 
appeals.

This is slightly more than 
the rate tor 1924 but less than that 
for 1923. 
It is nearly one point 
less than the average for the de­ 
cade ending with 1925. 
One point 
per 1,000 with the present popula­ 
tion is equivalent to a variation of 
nearly 7,000 deaths. 
The year of I 
1921 was the first in which the 
mortality rate was less than 12 per 
1,000 people in Illinois. 
Contagious diseases 
were rela­ 
tively low in 1925. Diphtheria was 
less prevalent than in any other 
year, less than 5,000 cases having 
been reported against a previous 
low’ record of 6,800. 
Measles and 
scarlet fever w’ere higher than for 
1923 but these increases were due 
to a long standing epidemic habit 
of these discases. 
Typhoid fever 
was greater by 500 cages than in 
1923. 
The total of 2,000 cases 
was, however, only ten per cent of 
the average prevalence of this dis­ 
ease 25 years ago and then too, 
1923 was an extremely light ty­ 
phoid year. 
The total number of 
cases of all diseases reported last 
year was slightly more than 154,- 
000 whereas two and three hun­ 
dred thousand case-’ per year were 
common a few' years ago. 
The prevailing favorable health 
conditions have contributed heav­ 
ily toward the optimistic mental 
attitude that has introduced 192C 
with the promise of unusual pros­ 
perity.

Drinking hot water or 
hot lemonade m ay help to relieve- 
the chill and favor sweating. 


If it is not obvious that the chill 
w as caused by some very trivial 
ailment, or one does not soon feel* 
better, it is best to call the doctor 
and have him find out what the 
trouble is. The chill may mean the 
onset of some disturbance that will 
require much more treatment than 
has been here outlined. 


The effort to get the blood to 
the surface and to produce sw eat­ 
ing will be helpful, even though 
further treatment 
is necessary. 
The idea of the hot bath and hot 
drinks 
is to get the blood to the 
surface, and to relieve any con­ 
gestion thai is taking place in any 
of the intestinal organs. 
By go­ 
ing to bed the vitality is conserved 
and the body is better able ta re­ 
sist whatever 
infection 
has oc­ 
curred. 
If the cause of the chill 
proves to be trivial, no harm has 
been done. 
If the chill m arks the 
onset of some serious disease, the 
body has been favored in its fight 
against the disease.

FAMOUS FORTS IN 
U. S. HISTORY

Monument to Shame of Ben­ 
edict Arnold 


In Connecticut history the name 
of Fort Griswold stands as a monu­ 
ment to the infamy of Benedict Ar­ 
nold. 
Late in the Revolution, after 
Washington 
had 
made 
his 
dash 
south to capture Cornwallis, sir 
Henry ( Sinton attempted a counter 
move by sending a force to ravage 
Connecticut and attack New Lon­ 
don, the home port of the American 
privateers, who had been harassing 
the British shipping. The command 
of this expedition was given to Ben­ 
edict Arnold, as though the meas­ 
ure of his infamy could best be com­ 
pleted by his carrying the sword into 
his native stare. 
New London was defended by 
two forts on the Thames river, Fort 
Trumbull on the west side and Fort 
Griswold on Groton hill on the east. 
Arnold had an army of about 1,200 
men, composed of a few British sol­ 
diers, but mostly Tories and Hes­ 
sians. 
Sending Colonel Eyre with

of their conquered l**es. 
To the 
credit of the British officers it must 
be said that they tried in vain to 
stop them. 
Of the 357 brave defenders of 
Fort Griswold, 71 were killed, OO 
badly wounded, and only 20 suc­ 
ceeded in escaping from the place 
of -slaughter unharmed. 
The Brit­ 
ish loss w as 4S killed and 143 
wounded. 
Ledyard’* sacrifice was 
in vain, for Arnold continued his 
march to New London and reduced 
it and its shipping to ashes.

Teal Duck Swiftest 
of AU Flying Things 
An old controversy hangs around 
Hie subject of the fastest bird. The 
prize used to belong, at least in the 
opinion of sportsmen, to that little 
and most typical duck, the teal. So 
far as I have been able to collate 
the evidence and compare it with 
personal experience, the very fast­ 
est birds belong to the classes 
which come between the gulls and 
ducks. 
The peregrine falcons and some 
of the swifts compete for the head 
of the list; and it is w'ortli notice 
that the swifts, which people in 
general class with the swallow tribe, 
thanks to several, real and obvious 
likenesses, are put by the classifiers 
as cousins of the hawks. 
How­ 
ever this may be, it remains that 
the ducks attain a dazzling speed 
and can defy the wind better than 
any bird that flies, though their mo­ 
mentum exaggerates their difficulty 
In changing direction. 
But so much depends on the en­ 
gine that when It is in the least out 
of gear, when It is not tuned up, as 
happens at the early moult, they 
cannot fly at all; they become into 
the state of their primeval ances­ 
tors.—Sir W. Beach Thomas In the 
Atlantic Monthly.

In some instances, 
where the sweating of windows is 
not so bad, 55 grajns of glycerin 
is dissolved in I liter of alcohol 
(68 per cent), to which a little am­ 
ber oil la added. 
As soon as it is 
thoroughly mixed, it may be rubbed 
on the inside surface of the win 
dow with a chamois or linen rag. A 
thin coat of pure glycerin applied 
to both sides of the glass will pre­ 
vent moisture.

Indeed, it boded no good for the 
White Cedar and its forest com­ 
panions, for the first visitors were 
J ho 
“cruisers” 
or “I; ml lookers” 
whose job was to look ovei the sec­ 
tions of the forest, locate by means 
of certain markings tile bounda­ 
ries and then fo Count the various 
kinds of trees along each side of 
what is known as a “forty,” mean­ 
ing forty acres, and figuring up 
how many polos, posts, ties, saw- 
!ogs, etc., could be cut from each 
section as a basis for fixing the 
value of the tract or its standing 
timber. 


The noisy invasion of the forest 
that followed was the aftermath of 
the visit of the “land-lookers.” 
It 
was the arrival ou the scene of the 
husky, hustling gang of lumber­ 
jacks who proceeded to build a 
camp. consisting of ‘deeping quar­ 
ters, cook house, stable for horses, 
blacksm ith shop and other build­ 
ings to house a gang of from forty­ 
five to sixty men for the winter. 
Road making, in the meantime, had 
progressed steadily. The main log­ 
ging roads had been indicated by 
blazed trues and 
tho 
swampers 
had cleared the way of brush and 
trees, 
sm oothing cut 
the rough 
places, removing the stumps and 
Reveling up the low places. 
The 
roads were laid out with as few 
grades as possible and led to the 
railroad or river landing to which 
the poles and logs were to be 
hauled. 
While all this activity -was pro­ 
ceeding the rest of the crew had 


been busy, and one of the first to 
fall before tin rn was ire “ White 
Cedar,” for it had all the qualities 
essential for a first class telephone 
pole and was quickly marked by tile 
cedar makers who wert^ busy early 
and late cutting the trees and shap­ 
ing them into the com m odities for 
which they were best suited. 
If 
not suitable for poles they were 
converted into posts, piling, rail­ 
road til s or shingle lumber. 
But the White Cedar was destin­ 
ed for a nobler fate than to bo 
sent to a shingle mill or to be 
thrust into the slimy ooze of som e 
obscure harbor. 
A s it lay in its 
soft, m ossy bed. a “cedar m aker” 
carefully.trimmed it of its branches, 
removed its bark, shaping it for a 
long life of usefulness to mankind. 
M eanwhile the busy “saw yers” 
w ere cutting the pine, hem lock, 
spruces, beech and maple into saw 
logs until finally when the bleak 
December days arrived and the 
hauling season began, the White 
Cedar-pole, with others of its kind, 
was drawn over the ice-surfaced 
roads to the shipping point "where 
they vrere carried by rail to a large 
concentration yard and there sort­ 
ed and placed in piles ready for 
shipm ent when needed. 
Its size and general proportions 
predestined 
the W hite Cedar to 
long 
distance 
telephone 
service, 
and soon it was on its way on an­ 
other rail journey which landed it 
on a siding far away from its for­ 
est home.

Bishop Nicholson Favors Deporta­ 
tion of Alien Bootleggers 
Bishop Nicholson, in an address 
before the Sunday Evening club, at 
Orchestra Hall, on December 27, 
called attention to the fact that a 
large percentage of the 
“Who’s 
Who” in America are foreigners. 
He disapproves of the wholesale 
ban on immigration, 
and argues 
that good foreigners are an asset 
not a liability, but he did nV)t hes­ 
itate to denounce 
the alien who 
comes to our shores and disregards 
.our laws. 
He stated that 80 per cent of 
the bootleggers are foreigners, and 
said emphatically that if he had 
his way every one of them would 
be sent back 
where they tame 
from . 
He expressed the opinion that 
when the enemies 
of Prohibition 
boast to us of their 36 separate or­ 
ganizations in action to overthrow 
our dry laws, 
with billions at 
their disposal, and largely financ­ 
ed and headed 
by foreigners, he 
thought it time for America to de­ 
fend herself. 
One who listens to the radio pro­ 
grams broadcasted daily, from ev­ 
erywhere cannot fail 
to be im­ 
pressed with the almost daily dis­ 
cussion’s of the Prohibition situa­ 
tion and this one lias failed as yet, 
to hear one word against enforce­ 
ment. 
Last Sunday morning, three dif­ 
ferent church services were “tuned 
in,” at each one the subject under 
discussion was Prohibition, and the 
great benefit it was proved to be, 
_ 
ik e talk to the con­ 
trary . 
Dr. Ruins White, of the Liberal 
church, touches upon this subject in 
almost every sermon he preaches. 
He argues that the question of 
“personal l i b e r t y is no question 
at all, since man has practically no 
personal liberty in any direction. 
He illustrated this point by say­ 
ing that 
Robinson Crusoe while 
alone on the island enjoyed com­ 
plete personal liberty but the mo­ 
ment Friday apppeared, his liber­ 
ty was interfered With. 
Before 
Friday 
came, 
Crusoe 
could go out and shoot anywhere 
he chose, but after he came he 
couldnt because he 
might shoot 
Friday. 
So long as one 
human being 
comes in contact with any other 
human being, his liberties are re­ 
stricted . 
Dr. White stated that the real 
question is— “has Prohibition done 
any good for the many? 
On that 
alone its merits must be decided, 
and statistics gathered anywhere 
along this line prove conclusively 
that Prohibition has more than jus­ 
tified it being, 
and that, in his 
opinion, it could never be defeated. 
“Loose talking 
has discouraged 
many friends of 
prohibition and 
taken the heart out of many en­ 
forcement officers. 
No amount of 
“they say” evidence can refute the
